I. Call to Order 

The Chairperson, Ms. Strine, called the meeting of the Board of Directors of the Riverfront 
Development Corporation of Delaware ("RDC") to order at approximately 8:09 a.m. in the 
Board Room at the Chase Center on the Riverfront. 



II. Finance Committee Report 

Mr. Lucey presented the revisions that were made to the RDC's FY 201 1 budget. As of the 
last board meeting, there was a budget deficit of $459,502. Mr. Lucey stated that several 
adjustments had been made to the budget. Interest income has been increased. The amount 
for the sale of the billboard has been increased. A grant from New Castle County has been 
added. Mr. Purzycki noted that based on recent conversations with the County, this grant 
may be far less than originally expected. Mr. Lucey added an additional $75,000 in revenue 
from the Hess relocation project, and there are projected payroll savings from an open 
position that will remain open for the remainder of the year.

Mr. Lucey reviewed the RDC's 2011 budget. FC-1, the budget is presented as balanced. 
FC-2, the operating budget for the Chase Center, shows that the audio visual revenues are 
slightly ahead of budget. The food and beverage revenues are still slightly under budget but 
they are forecasted to meet budget by the end of the year. Expenses are all in line. FC-3, 
the operating budget for the RDC, currently shows all expenses in line. The adjustment was 
made to reflect the additional interest income. FC-4, the operating budget for the Education 
Center, currently shows all expenses in line. Two payments have been made to the 
Delaware Nature Society as part of the yearly contract with them. FC-5, the real estate 
budget, shows adjustments made for the additional billboard revenue, the Hess relocation 
project, the New Castle County grant and debt service expenses. Mr. Lucey noted that out 
of the budgeted $200,000 in contingencies, approximately $175,000 remains. 

Mr. Lucey presented the RDC's proposed FY 2012 Budget. The request to the Bond Bill 
committee will be $3,450,000 versus a $3,315,000 request in 2011. 

III. Minutes of September 10, 2010 Meetins 

Ms. Strine asked for a motion to approve the minutes from the September 10, 2010 meeting. 
Mr. Griffiths made the motion, Mr. Harra seconded, and all members voted in favor. 



IV. Report by Executive Director 

Project Updates 

Hess Land Transaction - Mr. Purzycki has been working with the City of Wilmington on 
relocating the Hess gas station on South Market Street for several months. A piece of 
property, owned by M&N Properties, between South Market and South Walnut Streets 
became available. This property would provide Hess with a much more desirable location 
for their gas station. The property was for sale for $600,000, with $300,000 being paid in 
two installments, over two years. In order to raise the money to purchase this property, Mr. 
Purzycki discussed the idea of selling an RDC property on South Walnut Street to the City, 
which it needs to construct a stormwater management facility, for $400,000. This would 
give the RDC the $300,000 for the first payment to M&N, and after expense, would provide 
$75,000 in revenue for this fiscal year. The RDC would need to budget $300,000 in FY 
2012 for the second payment to M&N. Once the transaction is complete, the current Hess 
gas station could be relocated to the M&N property. 

M&N Properties Agreement - Mr. Purzycki asked for the board's approval to purchase the 
M&N Properties parcel of land for $600,000. Ms. Blevins made a motion to approve, Ms. 
Keeley seconded, and all members voted in favor. 

Cinema - DelDOT held a public hearing on October 16 regarding the sale of property on 
South Madison Street to the RDC for the development of the cinema. There were 100-125 
people in attendance, all of which who were supportive of the project. There were no

negative comments offered during the entire hearing. The committee charged with 
evaluating the sale of the property has met once and are planning to meet again this week. 
Hopefully they will have a decision soon. As part of this project, the RDC has offered the 
Jablow property, which it owns on South Market Street, to DelDOT to use as right-of-way 
for the construction of the bridge over the Christina. 

Hotel - Mr. Purzycki noted that he is still actively pursuing financing on this project. There 
is nothing definitive to report at this time. 

Audit - Mr. Harra, chair of the Audit committee, informed the board members that the 
committee had met in October to review the audit statements. There were no issues. Two 
items, however, that the auditors brought up were 1) the RDC does not have a written 
contract in place with the Delaware Nature Society for the management of the DuPont 
Environmental Education Center; and 2) all members of the audit committee should review 
the Form 990 prior to its submittal to the Internal Revenue Service. Mr. Harra reported that 
both issues have been resolved. 

VI. New Business 

There was no new business to come before the members. 



VII. Adjournment 

With no further items having been raised for discussion, the meeting was adjourned at 
approximately 9:10 a.m.

I understand that Rick held a phone conversation with Bernice and Nick Marsini from PNC 
while I was away. During the conversation, it was represented by Rick that the Strategic Fund 
would offer $3 million towards a loan guarantee for the construction of a hotel on the riverfront. 
This would be coupled with monies from the City of Wilmington and the Infrastructure Fund. 

While I would assume that there would some contribution by DEDO to this effort, I have to say 
that I am troubled by the manner in which this was handled. First, if we are negotiating with a 
lending institution, why put the guarantee out before they show their cards? It is very likely that 
PNC may well have been willing to step up without a 100% guarantee. 

Second, and more immediate, with all the projects we are currently working on, and may secure, 
the Strategic Fund does not have the funds available to commit to this effort. 

Lastly, in the past and present, DEDO has never contributed any type of funding to a hotel 
project. We have been approached for one in the last month and have turned it down because of 
our standing policy. If we are to do the riverfront then I worry that the one we have turned down 
will charge that we were unfair in our refusal. 

A hotel at the riverfront will be a game changer, but it is important that we be consistent in our 
efforts so that all portions of the state benefit. In the future, I would ask that before Rick makes 
this type of offer that the agency being asked to make that commitment be in a position to 
support and afford it.

This is not a publicly owned hotel and no one ever suggested it 
should be. Any request for public support will be modest and will have to be 
justified by an economic return to the state. And unlike the discredited 
convention hotel model the project will succeed on its own economic 
justification without any external rationales. Tastly the scale of some the 
projects used for comparison were almost silly. The $276 million St. Louis 
foreclosure may seem scary to taxpayers but a bit out of scale with the hotel 
total budget of $39 million which is again all private. 

It is hard to fathom that we have to continue to justify the investment the 
state has made in the riverfront revitalization since 1996. A total of $95 
million has been granted to the RDC over sixteen years from the state's bond 



bill. A small sampling of what we have gotten back as a return on that 
investment is four thousand jobs with companies like AAA Mid Atlantic, 
Barclaycard US, ING Direct, and Amtrak's Consolidated Operations Center, 
one thousand people moving into the city, a Children's Museum, the DuPont 
Environmental Education Center at the Peterson Refuge, the Tubman Garret 
riverfront park, ten restaurants, and a 200,000 square foot multi purpose 
Chase Center. During this time private investment on the Riverfront 
exceeded $600,000,000. 

But in addition the University of Delaware in a 2006 study on Riverfront 
economic impact estimated that at that time $?? million of this money had 
already been returned to the state as well as $ 18 million to the city, ift 
projected that by 201 1 $26 million would be returned annually to the state 
and six million to the city. We are currently testing and updating that study. 
The conservative projections on the hotel estimate one million dollars 
annually to city and state as a result of hotel and wage taxes. What else 
could be expected of a state investment? 

Over the years we could have had any number of limited service hotels built 
at the Riverfront. We insisted on holding out for the highest quality full 
service brand available because we believe Delaware deserves it, and we 
finally have it within our grasp. This project will provide 89 full time 
employees at a time when people in the city are crying out for an 
opportunity to work. For the beleaguered construction industry there will be 
160 people put to work for over a year. For our tourism business a new 
Westin hotel will be a godsend and make the tourism pie bigger for 
everyone. The new Westin will become another important part of one of the 
greatest economic development projects in our state's history- if we just let 
it happen.

You have many things to think about, i have a few important things to think about. With 
regard to the LC on the hotel here is my take on getting it done. I think PNC is most likely 
to provide a six million dollar LC on the hotel assuming that a) we can provide four million 
in cash, and b) we can give them a second mortgage on the Chase Center for the two 
million left uncovered. Banks are not likely to do this under any ordinary circumstance, 
unless in this instance they get a guarantee from the state- which you cannot provide 
them. Therefore they have to be weighing the banking relationship against the risk. 



Assuming one million in cash from the city, and assuming two million through the 
infrastructure bond program, you will have three in hand. You have to find one million 
dollars in cash somehow to make up the four. Without it you will be asking for an LC of 
six against three in cash and I will be surprised it that flies. As it is they have a first 
mortgage against the Chase Center so they know the credit but they also have a 
relatively low appraisal on the building (everything is appraising low lately) so two million 
is probably as far as they could go. Because it is an unusual request it will take someone 
with clout to make it work. The clout at PNC will have to come from Nick Marcini. I think it 
will take a call from Jack to Nick to ask him personally to take a hard look at the loan 
request for him and to advise him how committed the state is to the center and the whole 
project, and how important the project is to the Riverfront. 



This also can be treated as an interim action until such time as you might ask the general 
assembly to authorize the guarantee of the LC but that is another matter altogether.

Jeff -- Your email is correct. I was asked to find out pricing and structure in a time sensitive situation and brought in 
Bernice and Stephanie Scola specifically to try to ameliorate the concern that we were going around anyone. I made it 
extremely clear to both Marsini and Colbourn at PNC that I was only seeking indicative pricing and was not in a position to 
commit anything as that would be entirely up to the Administation and perhaps other authorities depending on structure. 
Alan is right that PNC would be happy to step up to an unsecured letter of credit. The problem is that the State can't 
accept a letter of credit (without setting aside bonding authority) because an unsecured letter of credit turns into a loan 
automatically if it is ultimately exercised and a secured letter of credit requires cash or some other security which we likely 
cannot pledge unless we have General Assembly authority (either in the budget or bond bill). The only way around this 
that I can think of is if RDC has some other asset sitting around worth more than $6 million that it could pledge to secure a 
letter of credit. Do they have any other property fhat isn't already pledged? Rick
